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Denizens of the Deep at Home in Marineland 


ee EET ME TONIGHT IN MARINELAND”, must have been 

the refrain of countless big game fish during the 

past few years, judging from the magnificent col- 
lection of deep-sea monsters on display at their Marine 
Studios. To say that the innumerable specimens of ocean- 
going greyhounds are on display at fabulous Marineland how- 
ever, is definitely an understatement, for the giant sting-rays, 
man-eating sharks, primordial sea-turtles of unbelievable size 
and countless other deep-sea specimens found here, are as 
much at home in the magnificently conceived under-sea play- 
ground as they were before their capture and subsequent 
change of residence. 

Just eighteen miles south of historic old Saint Augustine 
and thirty-five miles north of contrastingly modern Daytona 
Beach, Marineland is Florida’s most unique piscatorial thrill. 
Here are found big-game fish, on a scale never before en- 
countered, in a setting that displays them in all their natural 
beauty and in their natural environment. Only a submarine 
with a glass bottom or a jaunt on the ocean floor in a diver’s 
suit hundreds of feet below the surface would reveal similarly 
breath-taking views.

the undersea world. Before him lies the brok- 
en remains of a sunken vessel, resting for- 
lornly on the sandy bottom. 

A 400 pound jewfish stands silent guard 
before the entrance to his barnacle-encrusted 
hulk or a home. Suddenly from the haze 
around the stern of the wreck appears the 
Martian figure of a diver; a billowy cloud of 
chormium-like bubbles rising from his helmet 
air-vent and cascading to the surface. 

The giant jewfish backs away a few 
inches at this intrusion of his domain. As if 
this might be the cue for action, the scene is 
rapidly filled with moving objects. 

The huge manta-rays, or devilfish, flap 
slowly through the background. A school of silvery bumper 
fish glide gracefully past the diver who is now cautiously 
maneuvering around the wreck. Then from nowhere looms 
the great shadow of man’s most dreaded enemy of the deep 
,.. the shark. 

Twelve feet of sinewy, living dynamite, hangs in ‘‘mid- 
air”’, surveying the scene. The diver “Freezes”, hands inert 
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at his side; for a moment his air bubbles even appear to 
cease. But, the huge monster is ignoring the diver com- 
pletely. 


Before the breathless gaze of dozens of pairs of eyes 
that peer through 200 portholes at this dramatic bit of ac- 
tion the shark comes to rest a few inches from the diver; 
his beady eyes survey him intently. For a thrill-packed mo- 
ment man and monster stare at each other, then with a sulky 
swish of his tail, the gray brute swims away and the elec- 
trified scene is a thing of the past. 


Such scenes are anything but imaginative at Marine 
Studios, where every hour of every day is packed with thrills 
that electrify thousands, as life goes on as usual under the 
sea at Marineland. 


Condensed in a few words, Marine Studios are the world’s 
only oceanariums and only specially designed professional un- 
derwater motion picture studios. The difference between Ma- 
rine Studios and other aquariums lies in the fact that here 
marine life is not segregated in small tanks by species, but 
placed together as it exists in the open sea. 


Two huge tanks, one a circular tank 75 feet in diameter, 
the other a rectangular tank 100 feet in length, comprise this 
unique institution. Enclosed galleries run the perimeter of 
the buildings, and in the sides and bottom more than 200 
large, glass portholes have been placed for the observation 
of deep-sea denizens as they seek out a normal existence. 


In these gigantic reservoirs have been placed a seven 
ton coral reef—a five ton rock garden and countless numbers 
of sea fans, shells, and plumes. Here in these cavernous grot- 
tos, gayly colored tropical fish seek protection from their 
predatory enemies. Playful porpoises rise to the surface to 
breathe air from the curious blow-hole in the top of their 
heads. Clumsy turtles, some weighing 300 pounds, lumber 
lazily through the iridescent waters. A 1000 pound sea cow 
patiently nurses her 300 pound “youngster”. A school of 
mullet stupidly stumble over themselves as they endeavor 
to forsake the path of a mammoth shark. 


No speed limits in this unusual community, if it could 
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be called such, other than “Pudgy”, the Porpoise, streaking 
across one of the huge tanks at amazing Marine Studios, in 
a hurry for his dinner. No mayor or city officials to doll up 
in their Sunday best for strolls in the park—every day is 
Sunday with all the scintillating vari-colored tropical speci- 
mens parading in bright display in this sub-sea fairyland. 


The pet of Marine Studios, “Grumpy”, a rotund Logger- 
head Turtle, sails majestically through a school of silvery 
Bonita, as if to say, ‘““Break it up, boys. Break it up’’, while a 
dainty looking Porcupine Fish, if she sees Roscoe, the File 
Fish, looking too often her way, swells up like an over-inflated 
toy balloon covered with prickly pears. 


The musical chimes of the communication system sound 
one of the feeding hours, and in response to the ship’s bell 
which is lowered into the water, from every rock, crevice, 
nook and cranny of this ocean floor city, the finny inhabi- 
tants come scurrying to be the first to be fed; or sometimes a 
sleepy-eyed Grouper, of Jewfish, lying in wait for just this 
occasion, gobbles up the unwary stragglers; “Grumpy”, the 
armor plated policeman of Marine Studios’ undersea domain, 
just winks his eye and pays no attention. 


Cruising slowly near the surface, a Barracude, the Rib- 
bentrop of this world below the surface, perfectly camouflag- 
ed to blend with his immediate surroundings, suddenly 
swoops with lighting rapidity on an unsuspecting Ladyfish, 
adding another victim to his string of conquests. 


Certainly Marineland has been a boon to the Motion Pic- 
ture Industry. Whether the story and continuity be of two 
divers fighting on the ocean floor or the technicalities in- 
volved for pearl fishing in the South Seas, the set can be 
changed, the cameras can grind and the acclaim of theatre 
goers will testify to the success of the picture. 


And so it goes at Florida’s amazing Marineland, where 
one may peer through portholes while comfortably seated in 
a dry setting and watch the denizens of the deep disport 
themselves just as though they had never left their home on 
the floor of the Atlantic.

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Some Ground Covers CShat Aire Tlot Grasses 


RADITION, CUSTOM AND SHEER MERIT have placed grass 

in the first place of public favor as a covering for the 

raw earth. Grass fully deserves its universal popularity 
as nothing can surpass the perfection of well-kept turf. Its 
color, texture and general character make it, without ques- 
tion, the groundcover par excellence. 


However, says John V. Watkins, assistant professor, 
horticulture, University of Florida, there are situations 
where it is extremely difficult to establish and maintain an 
acceptable greensward. For these difficult spots we know of 
several plants that are often more useful; more easily grown 
than are the true grasses. 

Garden conscious people are continually noting, and 
trying for themselves, departures from the commonplace in 
groundcovers. A little imagination can work wonders in 
transforming that barren bit of dust-dry soil into a very 
presentable expanse of deep greenness. Every town has its 
classic examples of this truth, and so it is rather strange 
that these departures in the use of plant materials are not 
more frequently emulated. 

In the north the spurges, vincas and ivies are well 
known groundcovers for deep, shady spots and on slopes that 
are subject to erosion we see Loniceras and climbing roses. 

In tropical Florida we may indicate corresponding ma- 
terials for similar effects. Though spurges may not be happy 
here, we have Liriope; instead of the trailing, vine-like 
vineas, we may use confederate jasmine in the deep shade; 
and those gardeners who have heavy soils are fortunate in 
that English Ivy, of multitudinous forms, is very much at 
home. 


There is really little excuse for the all too numerous 
remarks that one hears to this effect: “I just can’t grow 
grass under that oak tree.” Don’t try to grow grass under 
that oak tree; use another groundcover instead. Unless there 
is heavy foot traffic, several plants that we shall discuss are 
just as practical as grasses. 


For a shady situation, Japanese snake’s beard, Ophio- 
pogon, is one of the best plants that is used to cover the 
ground. This grass-like member of the lily family is char- 
acterized by long, narrow, strap-shaped leaves of the darkest 
green. This herbaceous perennial will stand untold abuse, 
thriving in the worst possible conditions of drought and 
poor soil. Very hardy and happy in the deepest shade, Ophio- 
pogon objects more to direct sunlight than to any other 
natural factor. 


The plant is propagated by division of the old clumps. 
The units are set in their new locations at 6 to 12 inca 
intervals. Ophiopogon responds beautifully to adequate 
amounts of plant food and water. 


Liriope is a close relative of the Japanese snake’s beard 
that may be used in the same situations. It is a larger, 
coarser plant and the lilac flowers that it bears are more 
conspicuous and are of definite decorative value in the gar- 
den picture. All of the advantages that we ascribe to Ophio- 
pogon may likewise apply to Liriope. There is a variegated 
form that may be used, perhaps, as an accent. 


On heavy soils the varieties of English ivy, of which 
there are many, are employed with great effectiveness as 
groundcovers under trees. This ivy has a distinctive charm 


that is felt by everyone who visits the gardens where it is 
growing. Propagation and culture are easy; the only re- 
quirements seem to be partial shade, a heavy soil and a 
sufficiently cool winter to give the plant a distinct rest. 


One thinks of the confederate jasmine as a vigorous 
woody vine, and hence its adaptability as a groundcover is 
often overlooked. When it is allowed to creep over the 
ground without vertical support, the Rhinocospermum 
creates a very charming and very substantial covering for 
the earth. During the spring, well-cared for specimens are 
smothered in the fragrant white blossoms that have made 
the confederate jasmine such a popular vine. 


Nothing is easier to grow than the weeping lantana, and 
in certain situations it is very effective as a flowering 
groundcover. 


The Madagascar periwinkle has found the Gulf Coast 
region so congenial that it has entrenched itself firmly in 
many localities as an escape from cultivation. As a self- 
sown annual we know of few things that can surpass the 
periwinkle in dependability. Because it is so happy in the 
lower South it has become common, and for this reason is 
despised by many people. It seems that the plant should be 
cherished for its adaptability to our climate rather than 
despised for it. As a cover for expansive sunny areas, the 
periwinkle is most highly recommended. 


If there is a moist bank with mucky soil, perhaps in the 
shade part of the day, Wedelia trilobata will be worth try- 
ing. We have seen this prostrate herb, with blossoms like 
a small sunflower, growing in many different areas. It 
seems to be very cosmopolitan; happy in widely differing 
environments. 


The beach morning glory is a native to our salt water 
shores that lends itself beautifully to landscape use. As a 
covering for the porous sands of our beaches, it is a most 
suitable plant material. 


Ferns and fern allies are so popular and so widely used 
as groundcovers that they warrant no discussion. 


It is hoped that this article will suggest certain plant 
materials that may be used to cover the earth’s surface in 
places where the traditional lawn grasses are not successful 
or feasible for one reason or another. 


Just a hint of what Florida’s rich soil can produce without cultivation is found in 

this picture of lush tropical vegetation. Horticulturists and Botanists have found 

that a slight expenditure of energy and a few chemicals can work wonders in 
cultivated gardens. 
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country so well that it naturalizes without aid from 

the hand of man, that plant deserves consideration 
when we plan our gardens. It seems to be a gardening tradi- 
tion to seek the exotic, the unusual, the rare plants for one’s 
garden, and this trait is commendable in that it sets one’s 
garden above the commonplace, giving it distinction and 
charm. But all too often, in our seeking for the unusual, we 
overlook the very excellent plant material that is growing at 
our very doorsteps. These tried and true materials should be 
used as the firm foundations upon which the weaker grow- 
ers, the temperamental garden plants, should be allowed to 
lean for stalwart support, it is suggested by John V. Wat- 
kins, assistant professor, horticulture, University of Florida. 


AL A PLANT DEMONSTRATES its adaptability in a new 


The roses that inspire this tribute to dependable na- 
turalized plant material are, of course, the Cherokee rose 
(Rosa laevigata), that native of China that has found a con- 
genial home in Florida, and the Macartney rose (Rosa brac- 
teata) that contributes so magnificently to the spring garden 
picture. 


In addition to these naturalized oriental species, any 
garden-conscious person is well acquainted with certain other 
members of this great genus, Rosa, that, although not 
naturalizing themselves, show remarkable tenacity of life in 
our trying semi-tropical climate. First place in this class 
might be given to Yellow Banksian (Rosa banksiae). This 
robust, evergreen, thornless climber exhibits an adaptability 
that is positively astounding when one thinks of the very 
short lives of some of our most popular cutting varieties. 
An important position must be given, perhaps, to that com- 
parative newcomer to Florida gardens, Belle of Portugal. 
This hybrid of Rosa Gigantea is almost assured of success 
in the deep South and the vigor with which it grows and the 
myriads of huge pink flowers that it produces each spring 
should satisfy the most critical of rosarians. 


Next in this class of persistent garden roses for the 
lower South we might list the interesting Noisette group 
(Rosa noisettiana) which contains that long-time favorite, 
indispensable in every garden of the old South—shade-loving 
Marechal Niel. In this group that was originated by John 
Champney in Charleston we find also Reve d’Or and Lamar- 
que, two other very tenacious varieties. 


These rampant climbers and some of their descendants 
can be depended upon to contribute very definitely to the 
garden ensemble year after trying year, while cutting roses 
are succumbing to the ravages of blackspot, brown canker 
and the upsetting influences of light sandy soils and not 
enough rest. The rampant climbing forms, always excellent 
material for background for enframement and definition, are 
so well adapted to the Florida climate that they are very 
long-lived and seldom need replacing, while the tempera- 
mental bush hybrids that are demanded today for flower 
arrangements can be grown in closely planted beds in front 
of the climbers and discarded and replaced when necessary. 

If the garden design calls for a fence or trellis one or 
more of the striking climbers can be trained on the struc- 
ture. The planting interval should be about eight feet. Very 
often a vigorous vine can be used to climb up that narrow 
space on either side of the garage doors and, when tied to 


horizontal wires, it can be encouraged to cover, and thus 
soften and add a great deal of interest to the gable end. The 
yellow Banksian is beautifully adapted to this use. 

Most of us have seen the delightful effect that can be 
attained by planting vigorous climbing roses by pine trees 
so that the canes may be secured to the tree trunks as they 
grow. Members of the Noisette group are charming when 
grown in this way. 

One of the most popular of garden appurtenances is the 
combination gate and arbor with seats on either side. This 
structure, in its many variations, lends itself beautifully to 
the planting of attractive climbing roses. It shows them off 
well and it allows for their easy maintenance. 

In a garden of formal design nothing is more attrac- 
tive than pillar roses. Posts of material and color that re- 
flect the feeling of the garden are set at strategic accent 
points, and on these posts are trained climbing roses. By 
judicious pruning and careful tying, these pillars are kept 
neat and compact and when in bloom the roses are very 
telling in the garden picture. 

In the modern mode for white houses of brick or con- 
crete block, some certain climbing forms are very effective 
components of the garden when they are grown espalier-wise 
against a garage wall. 

A rose that persists in many older northern Florida 
towns is Marie van Houtte. This old fashioned tea rose 
assumes picturesque shapes, develops a great deal of char- 
acter as the years pass and these old, gnarly plants are often 
used effectively in patio plantings. If they are selected and 
transplanted with forethought and care they can create a 
most attractive picture. 

Bush roses in close bed formation should not be used 
in the foreground or as a main feature of the landscape plan. 
When the plants are dormant (modern cutting roses need a 
specific rest) and properly and closely pruned, they leave a 
great deal to be desired from an aesthetic point of view. 
toses that are wanted for the house must be cut as the first 
or second petal unfurls, and this cutting of the immature 
flowers precludes any garden value that the rose plants 
might have. 

For these reasons the writer believes that the rose bed 
should be in an enclosed portion of the grounds, preferably 
as a part of that screened utilitarian area that designers call 
the cutting garden. 

CLASSIFICATION 

Roses are ordinarily classified according to the original 
species from which they descended. The lineage has become 
so complex through years of hybridization that the classes 
cverlap considerably, and no one can say definitely, for 
example, whether or not a modern cutting rose should fall 
into the Tea class rather than in the Pernetiana or the Hy- 
brid Tea Classification. However, the list herewith presents 
the horticultural classification usually accepted by most 
students of rose pedigrees. This is intended for use by 
Florida gardeners and does not include many other groups of 
roses successfully grown in Northern states but of doubtful 
value in the Gulf Coast region. 


TEA.—This class of garden roses is indigenous to the 
warmer parts of Asia and comprises many of the varieties 
most cherished in old gardens of the deep South. The plants 
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are rather vigorous growers when good conditions are pro- 
vided, although they are easily injured by low temperatures. 
The tea-scented flowers are usually of delightful form and 
exhibit a wide range of colors. Continuous blooming is char- 
acteristic of this group unless dormancy is induced by low 
temperatures. Among the best of the Tea roses for Florida 
might be listed the following well known varieties: Duchesse 
de Brabant, Lady Hillingdon, Mme. Lambard, Marie van 
Houtte, Minnie Francis and Safrano. 

HYBRID TEA.—In this group is found the great ma- 
jority of sorts that are offered to meet the present day de- 
mands for fancy cutting roses. Pedigrees of Hybrid Tea 
roses are very complex and varieties that really should fall 
into other classes are often placed in this group. Hybrid Tea 
roses are more nearly perpetual bloomers than are members 
of the Hybrid Perpetual group. They combine nearly all of 
the colors possible in the genus Rosa, are usually character- 
ized by long pointed buds, strongly scented of tea. Some few 
of the scores of Hybrid Tea roses successfully grown in 
Florida gardens are Antoine Rivoire, Dainty Bess, Editor 
McFarland, Etoile de Hollande, President Hoover, the Ra- 
diances, Talisman and others. 

PERNETIANA.—Is a term used to denote many of the 
highly colored roses originated by the great French hybrid- 
izer Pernet-Ducher. In this class the yellow pigment is oc- 
casioned by a strong infusion of blood of the Persian yellow 
rose. Generally speaking, Pernetiana roses are extremely 
short-lived in Florida. 

NOISETTE.—John Champney originated this class of 
climbing roses in Charleston, South Carolina, early in the 
19th century. Many have shown remarkable adaptability to 
conditions of the Lower South and some are closely associat- 
ed with the charming ante-bellum gardens that have become

Chromatella, Marechal Niel, Lamarque, and Reve d‘Or are 
members of the Noisette group. 

POLYANTHA.— As the name implies, roses of this 
group bear many flowers in clusters. The plants are dwarf 
in habit, more or less everblooming, exhibiting a wide range 
of warm colors. For corsage use no rose can surpass Cecile 
Brunner, the Sweatheart rose. It is found listed in this 
Polyantha group along with Baby Rambler, Chatillon, Miss 
Edith Cavell, George Elger and Tip-Top. 

HYBRID PERPETUAL.—Large flowers borne on stiff, 
upright stems characterize this class of garden roses. With 
the outstanding developments in the Hybrid Tea group, Hy- 
brid Perpetuals are rapidly vanishing from the Florida scene. 
Practically the only survivor of this one-time great class of 
roses is Frau Karl Druschki. This old fashioned white flower 
is of such size and charming form and grace that it will be 
difficult to surpass as a white rose for cutting. 
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NYONE WHO HAS STAYED FOR A TIME in the mountain 
FL valleys of the Grisons, Switzerland, and became in- 

terested in the hard-working peasants, knows how 
fully their time is occupied from early spring, when they 
start to manure their fields, until late autumn, when the 
final crop of hay is cut and the cows are brought down from 
the Alps. We know about this work because we see it going 
on. “But what do these people do with themselves all 
through the long, dreary Winter?” is a question one some- 
times hears. Surely the time must hang heavy on the hands 
of these active men and women who are now forced to 
spend many months indoors. 


As a matter of fact there is always quite enough to do 
even in the cold season, as any peasant will point out to you; 
and if the life is slightly less strenuous than in summer, who 
will grudge a little extra repose and leisure to these toilers 
of the Alps, and who minds if Father sometimes dozes be- 
side the stove with his quaint long pipe between his lips? 


Let us first consider the occupations of the men. They 
of course still have the cows to look after, and must feed 
and milk them each day and keep the stable fresh and clean. 
And if, as is often the case, part of the milk is sold to a 
local dairy, the men have to take it to its destination in great

cans loaded onto a sleigh: This is sometimes quite an ad- 
venture if the farm is remote and the snow lies deep. 


Later in the winter, when the hay which is stored in 
the barn beside the stable is used up, there is a pilgrimage 
to the “‘Maiensass,” the higher pasture where the cows will 
be taken in the month of May. From the lonely huts up here 
the hay is brought down. It is a weary climb, and hard work 
to dig out the hut from the piled-up snow around it. Then 
the hay is arranged and tied up in neat bundles, which are 
generally placed on a sledge, beneath the runners of which 
straw is laid so as to make the descent easier. If there is a 
road, a bullock or a horse is used to draw it; but in most 
cases the sledge is brought straight down the precipitous 
mountainside, guided in its wild career by men who sit on 
top. When there is a fast and well worn hay track, the 
fragrant bundles are sometimes brought down just as they 
are, without a sledge. Bump, bump, bump, bump they go, 
strewing the path with stray wisps and half-dried blossoms. 


A lot of wood-cutting goes on in Winter, too, and the 
forests resound with the blows of the axe, whilst the timber 
finds its way down to the valley in the same manner as the 
packs of hay, sliding and slithering over the snow. 


The mention of wood cutting reminds one of another 
daily winter task—that of chopping the fire-wood. No other 
fuel is used among the peasants, and most of us have mar- 
velled at the symetrically arranged stacks of it beneath and 
around the windows of the chalets. As well as splitting up 
the wood, many of the male folk no doubt help in lighting 
and tending the stoves which have to be kept going in sever- 
al rooms. 


Winter, too, is the time for repairing the various agri- 
cultural implements which get damaged or broken during the 
summer; and the curious wooden rakes on which the hay is 
hung to dry are made or mended in winter. In olden days 
the men of the Grisons used in their leisure winter hours to 
make quaint wooden toys. But this custom has long since 
died out. 


As for the women, they always find more than enough 
to do. They take advantage of being indoors more to bake 
great batches of bread, cake and biscuits, especially around 
Christmas and New Year. Many of the homemade sausages, 
and the famous dried meat known as “Bindenfleisch” are 
prepared and smoked and dried during the winter. The great 
white cabbages or “Kabis” are chopped up and made into 
Sauerkraut soon after the first snowfall. Then, when cook- 
ing and housework are finished for the day, out comes the 
workbasket, and all sorts of wonderful patches are put on 
breeches, shirts and other garments that have long awaited 
attention; or else the knitting needles flash and the thick 
warm stockings grow apace. In many homes the grey “Bund- 
nertuch” (Grisons cloth) is spun afterwards being sent away 
to be woven, ready to make up into the homespun suits we 
often see the peasants wearing. In the village of Santa 
Maria, in the Grisons valley of Munstertal, a school for 
weaving has been started, to which the women and girls from 
the Engadine and other parts of the Canton come to learn 
how to make coarse linen for table cloths, napkins, cushion 
covers and so on, and this is now becoming quite popular. 

When the weather permits and if the homes lie near

Since winter days at Zuoz in the Upper 

Engadine, Switzerland, are bright with 

sunshine, the women attend to their 

laundry work quite cheerfully, at the 
village fountain. 
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enough to each other, many a pleasant winter 
evening party takes place. Neighbors drop in for 
a friendly game of ‘“Jass,”, the popular Swiss 
card game and a glass of Veltliner, or better still 
a piping hot ‘“Gluhwein.” Or the young people 
come together and sing part songs to the accom- 
paniment of an accordion, or sometimes even hold 
a little dance. A favorite winter occupation of 
the youths and maidens is love-making and it is 
astonishing how many engagements are announced 
at this time of the year! 


As a general rule we may be sure that “Early 
to bed and early to rise” is the Swiss mountain 
peasants’ motto in winter as well as in summer. 
For the cattle must be seen to and the stoves 
lighted in the cold darkness of early dawn; and 
if there are children they have to set off to school 
at an early hour. So, as the lamps give but a 
feeble light and the day begins so early, everyone 
is glad to turn in betimes to sound repose beneath 
the mountainous feather-cover ! 
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When winter comes to the Bernese Ober- 
land, Switzerland, the peasants get busy 
with special sleds to transport their lum- 
ber to the valley. 


Winter days are long in the Kiental, 

Bernese Oberland, Switzerland, and since 

fuel must be gotten in the lofty alpine 

forests, the peasant pictured herewith has 

availed himself of the first snowfall to 

transport a supply of pine branches down 
on his herdsman’s sled.

NOTHER RECENT ADDITION to the cultural life of Palm 
Beach which is fast becoming one of the important 
art centers of the country, is the Biltmore Hotel Art 

Gallery founded and directed by Alice Littig-Siems, famous 
sculptress, and whose first exhibition group includes the 
works of many local contemporaries as well as other notable 
painters, and is widely diversified in scope and nature. There 
are three one-man shows and several of the artists are repre- 
sented by sufficient canvases to make almost complete shows. 
From the British-American Art Center in New York there 
are twelve Turners on exhibit to be sold for the benefit of 
British artists. These watercolor sketches have attracted 
innumerable connoisseurs to the galleries. 


Very much in contrast are the three one-man shows. 
Edna Hibel, the youngest contemporary artist to have her 
work purchased by a museum for their permanent collection, 
has a one-man show. Her own original medium, that of work- 
ing with oil on paper, gives a stamp of individualism to the 
many colorful examples of her work now on view at the Bilt- 
more Hotel Gallery. Also on exhibit at her show is the 
interesting sculpture of Fernando Boada, well known Spanish 
sculptor of Havana whose carved Cuban mahogany work 
is expressive while his “Angel Reyes” is outstanding. An- 
other one-man show arranged by Mrs. Middleton Manigault, 
is a memorial exhibition of the late artist’s canvases, retro- 
spective in nature, from 1913-1922. Unusual and lovely 
effects, some fantastic, others beautiful tapestry motifs, as 
well as a number of extremely well done still life studies, are 
among canvases of this modernist who was ahead of his time. 


S. A. Jafnel’s one-man exhibit is notable for its display 
of attractive and evenly-displayed color technique of land- 
scapes and portraits, many of the former having Florida 
scenes for subjects. Another room is devoted to etchings and 
watercolors. Etchers James Swann, R. H. Palenske and Mar- 
garet Ames Gaug reveal excellent technical work in varied 
strata while Marie Blanke is showing some fine watercolors 
of floral still life. 


Another of the seven rooms given over to the new gallery 
is hung with a choice group of portrait and landscape artists. 
One of the younger portrait painters, Edith Rosenow, whose

canvases have created great interest in resort art circles, is 
represented with two portraits. One of Abigail Montgomery 
is a finely-textured study of a young girl in which Miss Rose- 
now displays a talented brush for color technique and expres- 
sion. Channing Hare, well known Palm Beach artist, is repre- 
sented by several portraits in this gallery, among which are 
Kenneth Roberts, Booth Tarkington, which portray features 
and proportions with excellent technique.

LYING THE SKYWAYS 


is V. E. Chenea of New York, 

vice-president and general traffic 
manager of the world’s largest air 
transport organization, the Pan Amer- 
ican Airways System. 

Mr. Chenea is well known in Miami, 
as he spent several years here during 
Pan American’s early days in 1928 and 
following years when he was assisting 
in the organization and first operations 
of the young company. He has seen the 
system grow from the 90-mile line from 
Key West to Havana in 1927 to the 
present extensive international system 
of 69,000 miles of airways serving 53 
countries and colonies, including all the 
southern Americas, Europe, Africa, Al- 
aska, New Zealand and the orient. One 
of the latest extensions of a subsidiary 
in the system, which began its first 
operations here 12 years ago, is from 
Chung King in interior China to Ran- 
goon, on India’s southern shore. 

Another new route of major im- 
portance extends from New York to 
Lisbon, Portugal, southward to Bolama, 
Africa, thence spans the South Atlantic, 
3,100 miles nonstop, to Trinidad and on 
to Puerto Rico and New York—a great 
circle route of 11,000 miles touching 
four continents. 

“Miami has always been our ‘moth- 
er base’,’ said Mr. Chenea. “I remem- 
ber when we had only 23 employes in 
Miami. Now there are over a thousand 
here and a total of 6500 employes in 
the entire system, many of them na- 
tives of the countries in which they 
serve. 

“With the addition of certain land 
plane operations planned for Miami, 
supplementing the active flying Clipper 
services, this city will continue to be 
Pan American’s busiest base. With its 
present volume of 77,000 passengers a 
year cleared here, Miami is already one 
of the world’s most important air gate- 
ways. It is the most vital port in the 
air links between the Americas which 
form a first line of commercial soli- 
darity in the western hemisphere.” 

The tall, keen-eyed airways official 
mentioned that he is impressed particu- 
larly by this season’s air traffic here. 
“The various Pan American routes 
spreading southward from Miami are 
now transporting a passenger volume 
approximately 16 per cent greater than 
during last season and last month was 
85 per cent above the same period two

years ago. Right now the international 
air traffic here is running well over 
10,000 passengers per month. Tourist 
travel is very active not only to Havana 
and Nassau but also on the special Sun- 
day Clipper to Jamaica and the Trans- 
Caribbean routes to the many points 
of interest which our tourists are just 
discovering on both the western and 
eastern coasts of South America. They 
are finding that the West Indies, Cen- 
tral and South America have as much 
scenic variety and as many tourist at- 
tractions as Europe had before the 
present blackout over there. Rio de 
Janeiro, for instance, is a gorgeous 
place, unequalled in the world from a 
tourist viewpoint, and it is now avail- 
able from the United States in three 
days of easy travel, through Miami. 


Miami has three round trips per 
week to Merida, Mexico, by way of 
Havana, on this major tourist route 
which in a morning’s trip puts the 
traveler ‘back a thousand years’ among 
the famous ancient Maya temples of 
Chichen Itza. 


“In order to handle promptly and 
efficiently the rapidly growing volume 
of passenger traffic at Miami, we are 
doubling the size of the downtown 
sales office at 300 East Flagler street, 
which is in charge of District Sales 
Manager Homer Lyon and a dozen 
trained traffic representatives. 


“Another vital phase of internation- 
al air transport through Miami is the 
actual trade carried on by air between 
the Americas. Shipments of merchan- 
dise by air express through Miami 
leaped by 14,000 last year to a total 
of more than 73,000 or 6,000 every 
month—an increase of 24 per cent. Also 
striking was the increase in total 
weight of these shipments carried to 
and from South America by the flying 
Clipper ships. The weight increase last 
year was 2 per cent over 1939. This 
year is starting off with similar in- 
creases, on top of those made in previ- 
ous years. This air trade is making 
Miami an important distribution point 
in the middle of the Interamerican pic- 
ture. This aerial freight includes an 
amazing and interesting variety of ma- 
terials, from wrist watches and ladies’ 
hose to automobile parts and mining 
machinery. Many shipments are sam- 
les of manufactured articles going south 
and natural products coming into the 
United States.

Society of the Gham: (Arts 


HE CURRENT EXHIBITION at the Society of the Four Arts 

features a one-man show of sculpture by Agnes Yar- 

nall of Philadelphia, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Charlton 
Yarnall, who has received much recognition in modern 
art circles for her individuality of expression which takes 
her away from the neo-classicism of many present day sculp- 
tors. In addition to models in bronze and plaster, Miss 
Yarnall has some excellently executed wood-carvings as well 
as plaster bas reliefs with unique motifs. 


Miss Yarnall’s training was begun at the Academy in 
Philadelphia, after which she studied under Boris Blai, a 
pupil of Rodin. Study under Alexander Archipenko and Paul 
Manship was also included in her preparation for her career, 
resulting in a technique of modelling uniquely diversified, 
reflecting only the creative tendencies of a courageous indi- 
vidualist. 


In the one-man show now on view at the Four Arts, 
Miss Yarnall’s work on unusual subjects and symbolistic 
themes is as outstanding as her portraiture groups. <A 
plaster model of “Madonna and Peasant Woman” is a series 
of gentle curves, while in the “Head of An Old Woman”’ she 


achieves a rare subtlety of expression. In bronze is “Woman 
with Fruit,” revealing her expert workmanship with the 


human torso. ‘Figure of a Man,” a study in plaster, is 
powerfully contoured, embodying a firm touch. Extraordi- 
narily executed with deep feeling is Miss Yarnall’s “Dying 
Pan” in bronze. With this classical subject she has sur- 
passed the grotesqueness of death with her beauty of execu-

tion. The ‘Head of Christ,’ in plaster, is an interpretive 
piece of sculpture, modeled with grace as well as force, while 
“Acceptance,” in plaster, is one of the more outstanding 
examples of the artist’s skill in conveying a mood as well 
as her modeling prowess in the art of anatomy. 

Decorative pieces in bas relief form another part of the 
Agnes Yarnall one-man show. ‘Swans’ is exquisitely de- 
tailed, while “Shell and Reeds,” carved in white pine, one of 
four doors for a shell cabinet, is another striking example 
of intricate workmanship. Other motifs for the doors of a 
shell cabinet are “Jelly Fish and Rope,” “Octopus.” A mag- 
nificent eagle carved in white pine wins great admiration for 
a diversified talent. 

Many famous people are represented in the portraiture 
group on exhibit. John Gielgud, fresh from theatrical tri- 
umph, is modelled as ‘‘Hamlet,” a simple yet most effective 
bust. Edna St. Vincent Millay’s bust is representative of 
the sculptress’ modern, individualistic trends, her symbolic 


molding indicative of the noted poetess’ “Renascence.” The 
head of Mrs. Arthur Woods adheres more to neo-classicism 


than most of her portraiture, reflecting a simple sincerity 
and genuine feeling. The head of Roy Helton reveals the same 
unusual surface treatment found in that of Miss Millay, while 
that of Alexander Yarnall Jr. takes an entirely different 
mood and method into consideration. Doubtless the sculp- 
tress’ great versatility in depiction of varied techniques goes 
a great deal towards making her exhibit one of unusual fresh- 
ness and “different” motifs. With the head of Mrs. Alex- 
ander Biddle she achieves a sophisticated mood of modernity, 
distinctly unrelated to her portrait head of Lafayette in 
bronze of historical importance. 

Vitality and technical finish dominate all of Agnes Yar- 
nall’s works which will be on view at the Four Arts Gallery 
through March 31. An Exhibition of Chinese Art, arranged 
by Mrs. Lorenzo E. Woodhouse, as well as an exhibit of water 
colors of the Florida Water Color Society, are other units 
of the current show, which opened with a preview-tea Friday, 
March 14. 


The Society of the Four Arts, off Royal Palm Way, where the 
exhibition of sculpture is currently displayed.

ONVIVIAL AMERICA is becoming rum conscious—all 
over again. The “Nectar of the Tropics” is coming 
into its own once more and the lore and legend of 
its manufacture is a subject of fascinating interest. 
“Yo-ho-ho and a bottle of rum,” the magic pirate 
chant from Stevenson’s “Treasure Island’ never fails 
today to conjure up pictures of swashbuckling marauders 
battling over fabulous wealth on palm-fringed tropic 
beaches ; and the inevitable synonymous thought, Jamaica. 
Who invented rum, when or where is confused in the

mists of the years prior to 
1672 when Jamaica passed a 
law regulating the process of 
rum making. If there is any 
truth to the legends regarding 
the fiery quality of rum in its 
earliest days the Jamaica gov- 
erning body were wise to reg- 
ulate its manufacture, if one 
considers the sad story of a 
negro, who brought a candle 
too near a jar of the spirit 
and was burned to death! The 
historian says, in the quaint 
language of that day: “but the 
rum being stirred by that mo- 
tion (of the candle) flew out 
and got hold of the flame of

the accurate control, selection and recording of materials used. 

Otherwise the manufacturers adhere with almost fanatical 
devotion to the old, established methods that produced a rum of 
such distinctive bouquet and texture as to claim world-wide 
favor for over two hundred years. In no other section of the 
world have distillers been able to equal the particular flavor of 
Jamaica Rum. The reason given by Jamaicans is logical. It is 
simply, that the water, soil, minerals and sunshine of Jamaica 
produce a flavor that cannot be achieved without them. Just 
as you can only make Scotch whiskey in the Scottish High- 
lands, you can only make Jamaica rums in Jamaica.

It 
was indispensable as a refreshment in the interval of the col- 
lege smoking concert Its effects were instantaneous in 
establishing the glorious sense 
of jollity which mellows so 
richly the pages of Pickwick.” 

The Jamaica rum served to- 
day in America’s finest hotels 
and clubs is a mellow, golden 


spirit, aged and refined as 
carefully and skillfully as any 
French brandy or Scotch 
whiskey. But like its “ances- 
tor’ in the grog rations of 
American and British navies 
and armies, it also “induces 
good-fellowship ...’ in a man- 
ner and to a degree all its own.

framing of his pictures. 

He will probably tell you that the wrong frame can ruin the 
“mood” of a work, distort a carefully planned composition, break 
up the harmony of a color scheme. But that the right frame will 
“noint up” the picture’s good qualities, relate it appropriately to its 
surroundings, even, sometimes, give a mediocre picture character, 
importance, interest.
